AN INVALID ORDINANCE. 


the Livery-Stable Man, Scores a 
Victory in Court. 

Judge Thayer to-day delivered an important 
opinion in the livery-stable case of Wm. J. Rus- 
sull which defe.its the ordinance passed last No- 
vember regulating location. Mr. Russell was re- 
fused a permit for the erection of a livery-stable 


Russsell, 


on Grand avenue near Bell street, 
the Building Commissioner’ basing his 
action upon the newly-adopted ordinance. 


Section one of the ordinance provided that no 


livery, boarding or sale stable should be located 
on any block without the written consent 
of the owners of one-half the 
ground. Section two provided that no permit 
should be issued vntil such written consent had 


been filedin the office of the Building Commuis- 
(sioner. The court decides that the 
ordinance is invalid. The charter 


does not confer the power in terms or by implica- 
tion necessary to support the present ordinance. 
It does not come within the power conferred upon 
the Municipal Assembiy to license, tax and regu- 
late livery and sale stabies. Judge Thayer says: 
“The'power to regulate livery and sale stables does 
not include a powerto wholly exclude them from 
certain sections of the city, and also a 
power to rohibit lot-owners from 
erecting buildings suitable for and 
designed to used for such purposes. The 
power to license, tax and regulate livery and sale 
stables is conferred with the very same breath as 
the power to license, tax and regulate auctioneers, 
grocers, merchants, hotels, boarding-houses, pho- 
tographers, artists, drummers and doctors and 
lawyers. The law-makers had only in mind the 
regulation and taxation of particular avocations 
and not the regulation of the use of 
private property for the transaction of any par- 
ticular business. It is a serious invasion of pri- 
vate right and of the dominion every nan is enti- 
tled to exercise over his own property to say that 
a man shall not engage in a business on his own 
premises that is neither dangerous nor immoral 


and that has no pronounced tendency when prop- 
erly conducted to become a public 
or private nuisance, The right to 


interdict a business of that description or confine 
it to a given locality has never been maintained 
under a simple grant of power to license, tax and 
rexiilate the avocation. No cases quoted go to 
the extent of holding thata power given merely to 
reguiate an occupation includes a power to 
peg nae a property-owner from using his property 

or the purposes of that business, provided it is 
not immoral or dangerous to the community or in 
itself a nuisance when carried in immediate prox- 
imity to private residences. It is evident to my 
mind that the charter makers did not consider 
livery stabies as liable to become nuisances like 
soap factories, stock yards, slaughter houses, pig- 
pens, cow stables and dairies.”

The Jury in the Case of Edward 
Rickert Discharged. 


_ — 
— 


They Are Unable To Say Whether the Defend- 
ant is a Murderer or the Victim of an Acci- 
dent. 


At noon to-day Judge Van Waggoner called the 
jury in the Edward Rickert murder case into 
court. They had been locked up since 11 o’clock 
last Saturday morning. The defendant 
was brought up from the Jail and took the 
prisoner’s chair. “Gentlemen, have you agreed 


upon a verdict?” asked the Judge. 

Mr. Mook, the foreman, replied: “We have not 
been able to agree, your honor. We have not dif- 
fered on a question of law but a question of fact. . 
and I 0 not think there is 
any likelihood of our coming to a 
verdict.” Judge Van Waggoner then said that he 
recognized the fact that the jury was composed of 
inteiligent business men who had been kept from 
their families and business for nearly two weeks. 
and as there was no rospect 
for an agreement he would discbarge 
them from further service, Mr. Masterson, one of 
the jurymen, wasasked what the difference was, 
said; “We could not agree on the testimony and 
it would be no use to keep us any longer. From 
the merge ny | I was convinced that the defendant 
dia not kill that woman intentionally, and 1 am 
free to say I would stay there till ——_ froze over 
before I would vote for a conviction of murder in 
the first degree. The men that opposed a convic- 
tion sat there under their oaths with a fellow- 
man’s life in his hands, and we would 
not vote for a conviction.” Ed. Reilly, one of the 
jurymen, said: “Oh, we could never come to a 
verdict, so I proposed that I would wrestle the 
best man on the other side, but we couldn’t even 
agree on this proposition. We couldn’t agree 
on anything except to give him a_ big 
penitentiar sentence, and we couldn't 
do that under the instructions.” During the re- 
tirement of the jury five ballots were taken, The 
only question was whether to convict the defend- 
alt Of murder in the first or manslaughter in the 
fourth degree. The proposition to acquit him of 
all offense was not broached by any of 
the jurymen. The ballots were as follows: 
first ballot taken on last Saturday nine for con- 
viction for first degree, three for manslaughter in 
first; second ballot, eight for first. four for first; 
third ballot, same ; fourth ballot, six for first de- 
gree, six for fourtn degree: fifth ballot, taken this 
morning, seven for first and five for fourth degree. 
The jury was discharged and the case 
ordered to be redocketed for the May term of the 
Criminal Court. Messrs. Johnson, Terrey and 
Kernfor the defense were not surprised at the 
disagreement. as the jury reported yesterday 
aiternoon that there was uo signs of an agree- 
ment. There are but two questions of fact for 
the consideration of tne jury and_ those 
are based on the theories of the State and defense. 
and the testimony produced by each in support of 
their respective cases. On the nicht of November 
24, 1881, the eve of Thanksgiving, Rickert and 
Mrs. Salina Wilson were seated ina room at 705 
Chestnut street. A few later a pistol shot was 
heard, and when some of Mrs. Wilson’s children 
reached the room thev found her sitting on the 
chair. bleeding from the mouth. Mrs. Wilson 
said Rickert had shot her and when Mrs. Miller, 
a sister of the wounded woman. reached the room 


Rickert had disappeared. Mrs. Wil- 
son died eleven days after the 
occurences of that night. Richert 


was arrrested in a neighboring saloon, where he 
had borrowed the pistol. Such were the main 
facts introduced by the State.

THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


It Alone Has Discretionary Power in Reo 
ognizing Medical Colleges, 
Judge Horner this noruing rendered a decision 
sustaining the Health Commissioner and the 
Board of Health in refusing to recognize the 
diploma of Joseph A, Miller, from the St. Louis 
Eclectic Medical Coliege. Under the provisions of 
he charter, Miller has no right to pursue 


calling as a physician until he 
ifs ¥egistered. Health Commissioner Francis re- 
sed to permit Lim either wo file his diploma or 
oregister. The matter was referred to the 
Board oi Health, aud the action of the Commis- 
sioner Was approved. A petition was then filed 
in court - ay an order to com- 
pel the Health fommissioner to per- 
mit Miller to register. Judge Horner 
says: “The ordiuance aud charter seem to have 
vested the Health Commissioner with extraordi- 
hary power in the matter, for it is provided that, 
if he shail believe that the medical college issuing 
the diploma is not v saae~ standing, be shall re- 
fuse the right o registrauion and refer 
the maiter to the Board. It. appears 
from the cases before me that Miller 
bas had a hearing before the Board having exclu- 
sive and final coutrol and jurisdiction of the mat- 
ter. Complaiut is made that the Board without 
any legal evidence decided adversely to the peti- 
lioner. That is amatter beyoud the reaeh of this 
court aud entirely outside of the 
relief contemplated Oy a mandamus 
proceeding. I the oard of Heaith 
had refused to granta hearing this court could 
order them to proceed. but, having proceeded and 
decided the matter, it 1s not for luis Cougt to say 
whether the Board erred. There is not even the 
right of an appeal. This point is decided in the 
case Of Milteiberger vs. >t. Louis Couuty Court, 
50 Mo. 172; 23 Mo. 449, and 41 Mo,, 221. Applying this 
doctrine of the Supreme Court, my eoneiusion ig 
that this court has uo coutrol over the diseretioa 
uf the Board of Health. Its action is final and 
couciusive. The motion to quash the writ will be 
sustained.”
